Cancel claims 5-8 and 11-13. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reference (Rinck et a!) fails to teach the claimed monomer components in the claimed 
percentages and ratios in combination with the limitations "the at least one water soluble 
redox catalyst comprises hydrogen peroxide and at least one heavy metal salt selected 
from the series consisting of cerium, manganese and iron(ll) salts, and the mean 
particle size of the dispersed polymer particles is from 50 to 100 nm." The secondary 
reference (Giesecke et al.) does not teach the claimed monomer components in the 
claimed percentages and ratios and does not equate the heavy metals with the sodium 
in redox reactions.
